Yesterday evening before a large 
audience which filled Tudor Hall, Mr. 
Raphael Sabatlnl, the well-known 
novelist expounded his views, upon the 
fallacies and fictions of history. The 
speaker, who was Introduced In a 
witty manner by '.justice ÏÎ. Fabre 
Surveyor, began by giving reasons for 
, the need to doubt tho statements of 
■ certain historians. They are: lack of 
ability on the part of historians to 
select salient details, their desire to be 
original, If not ,as regards facts, then 
' ■ in ' the ■ interpretations it them, and 
religious- or political bias. 
-VMr-vSabatlril Illustrated his state- 
ments • by, recounting some historical 
mysteries either real or synthetic and 
showing the laborious and Ingenious 
Interpretations of historians, upon 
facts, easily explained by an attention 
to tho logic of events,' As an example 
of a "real" mystery Mr. Sabatlnl gave 
the supposed murder . at Kirkerfleld 
of Lord Darnley, second husband of 
Mary Stuart.

Picard and Gillean 
To Present Views 
On Gold Standard 



PRINCI PAL S PEAKS 

Sir Arthur Currie and Dr. J. 
W. Ross Attend 
Proceedings 

In honour of Mr. S. R. Burrell, 
Comptroller of the University, who has 
retired after more than forty years of 
active service, a function took, place 
yesterday afternoon at the Faculty 
Club. Among the' guests present were 
the Principal of McGIll University- Sir 
Arthur Currie, and .-Dr. John W. Ross, 
Honorary Treasurer of the University, 
and member of the bokrd of .Governors. 

Sir Arthur Currie was the first 
speaker ot the afternoon and at . the 
outset presented Mr. Burrell with a 
radio as a gift from the members of 
the staff of .the administration of the 
the. East Wing. .The subject of his 
speech was a commentation on the ex- 
cellence of Mr. -Burrell's record of ser- 
vice. Dr. . John W.. Ross .was the next 
speaker and he outlined his long ac- 
qu'alntalnshlp with the retiring Comp 
troller. He could remember when Mr. 
Burrell's method ot attack in a la- 
crosse game was 'to hlt-hlm over the 
head' and he didn't know whether the 
same methods had been the reason for 
his success at the. University, but 
certainly his had been a remarkable 
record. , 

Mr, Burrell, In', thinking those pre- 
sent, recalled .many amusing incidents 
of the past, remarking that when he 
first came to the. Unjversity it pre- 
sént'ed-qulte à. different aspect from 
what it does today.' The offices then 
consisted . of two small rooms • In , th<s 
front . of. the building,, Sir William 
Dawson's kitchen was at .the, back, 
while he lived upstairs In the rooms 
now occupied by the Principal and the 
Bursar. One of his first Improvements 
•to the' routine of UnlY* rsI 'y work was 
the Introduction ot the.itypew'riter. Ho 
re-called the days when the college 
was,' thou^hi what might be called co- 
educational, still very 'chary.' To oiit- 
lirie .this point.,, he- recalled ' the time 
when the professors . wore 1 obliged' to 
lecture. to. -the .men: students in the 
morning and to •- repeat" th'e' same lec- 
ture to, the girls. In the'âftër'noon. On 
one .occasion. -one; of the ' women stu- 
dents of the. University asked him. à 
very . Pertinent'' question;' but after, 
thinking -for- ï some time'; he said he 
really çouldi not answer,' as tW men 
had not already '.brought that 'question 

At thé conclusion of ' these formallr 
ties Mrs. Burrell was presented with 
a basket of flowers -and made a short 
speech in acknowledgement. 



ROBERT PICARD and Watson

Devaluation Of Sovereign 
Might. Solve Present 
Economic Problems 

"We must have an International 
standard," declared Dr. Day yester- 
day afternoon in his lecture on "The 
Future Prospects ot the Oold Stan 
dard" at the Bell Telephone Building. 
Dr. Day opened his subject- by sta- 
ting the present position, namely that 
the United States, France and a few 
other, countries are still on the gold 
standard, implying that their money 
can bo both bought and Bold at 1 
fixed rate ior gold.. 

Britain and the British Empire, ex 
cept South Africa, the Scandanavian 
countrlés and some others are deft 
nltcly off the gold standard; while 
another group of countries are, con 
trolling - their exchanges with the idea 
of allowing (people to get gold for the 
legitimate purposes of trade but not 
for speculation oi* expatriation ef 
capital. 

Standard Nseessary 

"We must have an international 
standard, and the abandonment of 
gold without providing a substitute 
Is (not advantageous" stated Dr. Day 
"It has, however, ono. compensation.' 
It will , produce a fluctuating ex- 
change, which in turn, must tend to 
restore equilibrium. This would seem, 
on the faoe of things, to be a strong 
argument 'in favour of the abandon- 
ment of. a standard, but wo miist re- 
member that- fluctuating exchange 
rates are aVso.-qeadlyVto.fnternatlohal 
trade. .Wo-'/canrrot sell • goods for 
certain number of pounds at three 
months credit unless , we know what 
the pound will then be worth. Since' 
we must have international trade, we 
must do away' with. fluctuating ex 
chaiigo rates.

The' male voice register Is lower 
than that of woman due to a larger 
thyroid cartilage. Other cartilages 
serve as the attachment point of the 
vocal cords, above which ,are located 
the false vocal-cords, which are sur- 
rounded by pockets which act as re- 
sonators. The thyroid cartilage forms 
a prominence In the front of the 
throat known as "Adam's Apple."

In the Harkness Hoot, Yale's satirical 
magazine which delights in derinding the 
new House Plan and any other features of 
Yale life which it does not approve,, one 
of the editors, Eichard Childs, paints an 
entertaining but scarcely flattering picture 
J, iat university as he sees it.

WRANGEL, REINDEER 
AND RUSSIANS 

"NORTHWARD ON THE NEW FRONTIER" by 
D. M. LeBourdais. Graphic Publishers Limited, 
Ottawa. 311 pages. $3.50. 

D. L. T. — 

. D. M. LeBourdais very fittingly dedicates his 
book to Vllhjalmur Stefansson. Stefansson Is the 
arctlo explorer most admired by the Canadian 
people because he has done so much heroic work 
for the Canadian government In the Arctic and 
because he has attempted In his public lectures 
to clear away the prejudice that most people have 
In thinking' of the Arctic regions as a useless, 
barren waste covered only by Ice and snow. 

LeBourdais, who travelled for two yéàrs with 
Stefansson on his lecture tours, resembles the 
latter In his delight In disillusioning people re- 
garding the physical characteristics of - the North- 
land. Most of his readers will be somewhat Bur- 
prised to hear that even In the Arctic one Is faced 
with the 'eternal prdblenv as to why mosquitoes 
were ever included in the' divine plan of the uni- 
verse. Such a sentence, too, as the following 'Is' 
rarely associated with life north of the Arctic 
circle — "because of the heat we were asked to dis- 
pense with ceremony and eat lh our shirt sleeves". 

. The book Is intensely Interesting; and In parts 
it rivals' any 'thriller*. Every page has something 
of Interest:, be It the description of walrus hunting;, 
the capture of a polar bear, alive, the discovery of 
the remains of the lost Karluk party on_ Herald 
Island, the fire on board the Herman or some in- 
formative sidelight on esklmo life. ' 

But for the serious minded It is something 
more than a well told story. It Is a. source- book 
of Information about the Arctic .In general, the 
fight for Wrangel Island in particular and thé fu- 
ture possibilities of .both. Like Stefansson, the 
author feels that Great Britain and Canada may 
some day regret that they allowed Russia's claims 
to Wrangel Island to go less unchallenged than 
they were. Wrangel's chief value lies In Its strategic 
position .as- 1 a future airport. Mr. LeBourdais very 
thoughtfully contends that 'many of the- great aerial 
routes of the future must lie across the fop of the 
.globe. iTa'suppopt his prophecy' ho points "out that 
the shortest distances between nia'ny Important 
pointât in- the • old' 1 ' world : arid "the 'hW, 'are across 
polar- '.réglons. • The amount 1 'of 'daylight" available 
in the : summer Is. another" lin'portan't factor.''' : 'The 
past summer's epidemic of 'round the world 'flight's! 
by way of the north' amply' justify the writer's

"THE SHINY NIGHT" by Beatrice., Tunstall, 
Doubleday, Doran and Company. 430pp. $2.00.

''Tfs =my v delight, on a sjilny night— '* so 'runs 
the old poaching song. On a shiny night ltw the 
yeâr 1831, young Seth Shone, out with a gang of 
poachers, is trapped, and shoots an under-keeper. 
Eight years later he returns from transportation, 
his hair" whitened by his sufferings, deprived of his 
inheritance, to seek vengeance. With the quiet 
ruthlessness that characterises him, Seth curses 
his enemies, and decorates the porch of his new 
home with thelj Images, fantastically carved In 
stone. The working out of' this "Curse of the Im- 
ages'* Is the absorbing Interest of the book. 

The plot Is" complicated, with many "of thé old, 
rustic -touches — àeth's daughter falls. a prey.tp the 
young Squire, but Is- saved- from shame -by the 
patient Edmund; witches' prophecies, .are consist- 
ently -'fulfilled; the 'Cows die- of a plague, and we 
expèct:to hear at any moment that thé hay Is on 
fire. The .dramatic touches in the book';" the slow, 
deliberate passage of time,- like an unhurried Fate; 
the force of Seth's personality; make "the 1 - story 
vivid and powerful.- Sêth resembles Gideon Sam, 
of "Precious Bane", but Miss Tunstall's -book has 
not ; the same morbid feeling. The characters, from' 
Seth, and .his wife Elizabeth, to the old 'man whose 
one remark Is, "I 'latches conies for to make hats;'.' 
are well-drawn. And if the Author's knowledge of 
Old .Mercian customs has led to a too deliberate 
creation of atmosphere, it is a small fault. 

Let me add a word of warning. Only If you 
enjoy the "Good' brown earth" and the men It 
brings forth, as a setting for your : novels, ' should^ 
you' read this book."

Thus, if the man Who produces 
chewing tobacco has only a hundred 
customers, and they are all determined 
to chew anywày, raising the price will 
not stop them. They'll swallow the 
tax and go on cheWlng. TI1I3 cas« is 
not likely because It means that the 
seller could have charged more before. 
But it sometimes happens. It means 
that the tax show* him that the boys 
were more fond of chèwing than 'he 
had thought. 

But if the extra cost per atlcle 
caused by, shortening salés goes ■ up 
exactly .and absolutely in proportion 
to each r|se in price then he will find 
— the producer' will — that it pays him 
best to find a"prlcè. where the total 
nèt profit Is at its greatest. He will 
then see that if' he raises the price 
half-way up to iheet the tax but no 
further, and thus -lets his costs In 
crease only half what they would if 
he put the price -all the> way up, he 
gets the -maximum net profit.
